President to Decide Fate of 
| Postmaster-General. 


Democrats and Republicans 
Join in Attacks. 

To Demand Return of Wires 
and Cables Soon. 


[BY A P. NIGHT um 

WASHINGTON, April 24.—-The 
row in the Democratic party over 
the retention of Postmaster-General 
Burleson in the Cabinet is assum- 
ing such proportions that it is be- 
lieved President Wilson soon will 
be compelled to take the matter in 
hand. 

Whether Mr. Burleson shall go or 
Stay will be decided by the Presi- 
dent when he returns to Washing- 
ton, if not before his return. In an- 
ticipation of developments, the Post- 
master-General has cabled the 
President a long defense, which in- 
cludes his charges that disgruntled 
periodical publishers are behind the 
attacks upon him. 

It transpired today that there win 
be an investigation of Burleson's ad- 
ministration of the postal, wire and 
cable services initiated as soon as 
the new Congress meets. Demo- 
cratic members are no less in fa- 
vor of such investigation than are 
8 whe will be in con- 


0 
In addition, the Democrats are 
preparing to line up with the Re- 
publicans in support of legislation 
restoring the telegraph and tele- 
Phone and cable lines to their own- 
ers. Representative Aswell of 
Louisiana, a Democrat, who intro- 
duced the bill authorizing the gov- 
ernment to take over the wire sys- 
tems, said that he would apologize 
to the House for fathering legisla- 
tion which has brought about the 
situation resulting from Burleson's 
management of the lines. 


SEE FAILURE AHEAD, 


It also was reported during the 
day that Democratid National Com- 
mitteemen intended ta bring the 
case of Burleson before ti National 
Committee at its forthcoming ses- 
sion in Chieago. Several commit- 
teemen are said to have warned 
Chairman Cummings already that 
unless the party drops the political 
pilot of the administration, defeat in 
the Presidential election next year 
will be a certainty. In the absence 
of Chairman Cummings, William J. 
Cochran at Democratic National 
Committee headquarters denied 
that there is any basis for such 
reports. 

The Postmaster-Genera!l issued 
more statements today in answer to 
his critics. In one he assailed the 
Postal Telegraph Company as a tax 
dodger, saving: 

“There are over 10,000 telephone 
and telegraph companies in the 
United States furnishing service to 
the public. The Postmaster-General 
has had controversy or even an un- 
pleasant experience with only one 
the Postal Telegraph Company. The 
remainder are working harmo- 
niously and in a spirit of co-opera- 
tion with the Postmaster-General 
and his organization. 

“The Postal company is also the 
only company so far as axscertuined 
whose sworn statements before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission as 
to receipts, disbursements, value of 
property and depreciation reserves 
are in conflict with their sworn 
statements to the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral. 

SAYS RECORDS MISLEAD. 


“The bitter attitude of ifs officials 
can only be attributed to the fact 
that its dealings with the Postal 
establishment made it necessary to 
disclose the facts that its records 
have been so kept as to prevent the 
State tax officials of the various 
States from access to figures show- 
ing the value of the property sub- 
Ject to local taxation as presented 
in their sworn statements to the 
Postmaster-General. And its re- 
fusal to go to the court of claims 
cannot be explained on any theory 
other than a fear to support these 
Statements in court and to make 
further exposure of the actual facts.” 
In another statement Mr. Burle- 
son denied that he had applied the 
geg rule to telegraph employees and 
suppressed the Postal magazine. 
“It was discovered some time ago 
that the deposed officials of the Pos- 
tal Telegraph Company had, while 
they were operating those properties 
for the government, made use of the 
telegraph without payment and of 
employees in the government service 
for tne circulation of propaganda to 
incite insubordination and to dis- 
orgauize and obstruct government 
operation of the wire systems and 
thereby impair the use of the wire 
service to the public,” said this

FORBID PROPAGANDA. 
“The instructions issued forbid 
the use of the telegraph for this 
purpose without payment, and the 
consumption of time of employees in 
the government service during regu- 
lar hours of business, in the circu- 
lation of propaganda to hinder the 
service. The distribution of the Pos- 
tal Telegraph magazine through the 
telegraph offices and the use of the 
wires without payment for this 
purpose were prohibited. It was ex- 
premiy stated that no ban was 
placed wpon circulation or receipt of 
the magazine by mail; and that there 
was no desire to interfere with the 
personal views of employees of the 
compary or the ordinary expression 
of their views with reference to the 
government ownership or operation 
cf the wires; but that the operating 
orgauization dnd personnel of the 
wire service must not be employed 
tor the pu of spreading propa- 
ganda in o ction of operation.”

“The future Russia will be a dem- 
ocratic Russia. The government of 
which I have the honor to be the 
head believes in universal suffrage 
in autonomous development of the 
nationalities comprising Russia, in 
the democratic solution of the main 
Russian problems—the land problem 
and labor problem. 

TO RESUME WORLD RELATIONS. 


“With regard to international re- 
lations, the government will endeav- 
or to continue relations which were 
established between Russia and the 
rest of the world at the moment of 
Russia's entrance into the war in 
1914. The government will do its 
best to strengthen the bonds between 
Russia and the Allies. It is evident 
that no conciliation is possible with 
the Bolsheviki. Those of the Allied 
leaders who recently supported the 
idea of the Prinkipo conference are 
now repudiating the Bolsheviki and 
call them by their proper name, 
murderers of humanity. 

“This is the programme of the gov- 
ernment, fer the realization of which 
it calls upon the country to be ready 
for sacrifices. The government con- 
siders the people of Russia the su- 
preme authority in all problems per- 
taining to Russia's life. After the 
menace of Bolshevism is destroyed 
the people of Russia, though a free- 
ly chosen constituent assembly, will 
express their supreme will and will 
define the structure of the state, the 
solution of the main political, social 
and national problems. The gov- 
ernment and myself will consider it 
our duty to transfer to the constitu- 
ent assembly all the power which 
now belongs to the government.”

Encouraging 
tion-wide movement in favor of na- 
tional highways were received yes- 
terday by W. M. Garland from the 
Foderal Highway Council, of which 
he is a member. The council was 
recently organized, with headquar- 
ters in Chicago. Its two objects are 
a national system of interstate high- 
ways and the creation of a Federal 
Highway Commis! 

During. the active campaign of 
the past few months, Mr. Garland 
was informed, the plan has re- 
ceived the indorsement of 425 cham- 
bers commerce and boards of 
trade throughout the country. It 
has also received the indorsement 
of £50 other organizations, such as 
Rotary and Kiwanis clubs, traveling 
men's associations and all of the na- 
tional and State good organi- 
zations. 

State highway officials represent- 
ing forty States have gone on rec- 
ord strongly in favor of a Federal 
Highway Commission and a national 
aystem of highways. 

It is belleved that the movement 
for a national system of highways 
and for the immediate construction 
of at least one transcontinental road 
to California has become so strong 
and widespread throughout the 
country that it will be successful.

The recommendation of the Mu- 
nicipal League that the City Coun- 
cil engage an actuarial accountant 
to make an investigation as to the 
financia] responsibilities the city 
would assume H proposed changes 
in the police and firemen's pension 
ordinance were adopted was em- 
phatically turned down by the Coun- 
cll yesterday. The Councfl voted 
unanimously to adopt tip ordinance 
amending the present pension sys- 
tem. This provides that the wider 
of a pensioned man shall receive 5° 
per cent. of his regular salary after 
his death, and that the dependents 
shall continue to receive aid from 
the pension funds until 21 years of 
age, instead or 18. the present limit.

SOLDIER’S POLICY. 
One thing the government is doing for 
fits soldiers is in the furnishing them life 
Insurance at about nalf the price the aver- 
age civilian would pay on the same risk. 

Now that the war is over thousands of the 
returned men are letting their policies 
lapse. This is a fcolish thing to do, as the 
premiums are fixed in small monthly pay- 
ments that are male as easily met as possi- 
ble. The beneficiaries should aid and en- 
courage the soldier in retaining his policy, 
for there will be never again an opportunity 
te make such ample provision under so 
generous terms. 

The government is furnishing insurasice 
at the bottom price because the cost of ad- 
ministration and clerk hire is not charged 
‘against the business, and no commissions 
are paid. With a regalarly-ordained life in- 
euranmce company these are the heaviest 
items on the expense sheet, except taxes, and 
bere again the government is practically ex- 
empt. 

Therefore it is easy to see why the sol- 
dier should keep up his policy. There was 
some question as to ihe justice of the ad- 
ministration in compating with the old-es- 
tablished and heavily-taxed corporations for 
this business: but it baving done so and 
having written insurance to an almost un- 
believable amount, there is every reason 
why the policy-holde> should cling to his 
advantage to the uttermost. ; 
The government helps and accommodates 


converted into a term payment or endow. 
ment policy and the full amount would be 
paid over on the death of the assured or 
expiration of the endowment period. The 
soldier can make twenty payments and get 
a paid-up policy. The administration even 
pays dividends and reduces premiums if 
there is any pro‘it. The insurance is pre- 
sumed to oe furnished at actual cost and

ble with any private or mutual corporation. 
Under the origina] policy the payments 
the assured or his beneficiaries are made 
pon a monthly pension basis, but if the 
policy is changed to a term or endowment 
plan the payment may be in a lump sum. 
The policyholder may, in fact, obtain al- 
most anything that is suggested in the in- 
surance line and at a rock-bottom cost. 
The policyholder is permitted to reduce 
his insurance, but cannot increase it. As 
the majority of soldiers took out the maxi- 
mum of $10,000 allowed by the government, 
this can be cut in balf and still leave a com - 
fortable nest-egs. if a soldier drops his in- 
policy be can be reinstated, even

EVIEWING THE LEGISLATURE. 

Extravagance was the dominating fea- 
ture of this year’s session of the California 
Legisiature. The raid on the treasury is 
without parallel. It is fortunate that Gov. 
Stephens possesses the veto power over 
special appropriation bills, for the Legisla- 
ture voted away all the estimated revenue 
for the_next two years and about fifteen 
millions more. With the exception of the 
orphans and half-orphans, everyone seeking 
appropriations was satisfied. The case of 
the orphans was that of merit without in- 
fluence; and merit without influence at Sac- 
ramento is an airplane without a motor. 

Aside from the appropriation bills, the 
best that can be said for the session is that 
it did little. While pretending to amend 
the State primary election law, the change 
made is so slight that it could only be dis- 
covered by a microscopic inspection. A 
number of vicious union-abor measures 
were defeated: but no legislation was 
passed to strengthen the position of the 
forces of industrial freedom. 

Fewer freak bills were considered than at 
any other session in recent years. For this 
there was of course a reason. During the 
first leg of the bifurcated session (the pe- 
riod during which bills are supposed to be 
introduced) the influenza was raging im Sac- 
ramento. Members were forced to g0 
masked and the casualty jist was sufficient 
to keep all the freaks away. 

United States Senator Phelan tried to 
create an anti-Japanese agitation and suc- 
ceeded in getting an anti-Japanese land- 
leasing bill introduced in the Senate. But 
he found quickly that the public passions 
would not respond to any agitation against 
one of the Allied peoples. 
urgent message from the Senate, Secretary 
Lansing cabled from Paris that it would be 
extremely unfortunate to have any coutro- 
versy with Japan at this time. On the re- 
ceipt of that cable Senator Inman, author 
of the bill, asked permission to withdraw 
it and it was never formally introduced. 


One of the by-plays was the revolt of the 
Coast fishermen against the arbitrary p 
fixing powers exercised by the State Market 
Director. When the session was about half 
over nearly 10,000 fishermen refused longer 
to cast their nets, tied their boats to the 
wharves and sent delegations to Sacramen- 
to to petition the Legislature for relief. De- 
spite the protests of Mr. Director Weinstock 
the Legislature repealed the act conferring 
on the market director the right to fix the 
price of fish. This was one of the best acts 
of the session. 2 

The fate of the Efficiency and Fronomy 
Bill, introduced by two members of the Los 
Angeles delegation, is well known to the 
readers of The Times. That bill would 
have reduced the cost of the State govern- 
ment more than three million dollars a 
year, and for that reason it was a little 


less welcome to the politicians than a Bol- 


shevik would be to the Peace Conference. 
The budgets of the big commissions are 
guarded as rigorously as the apples of gold 
in the gardens of the Hesperides. Any bill 
which, almed to reduce their power or ex- 
pense received short shrift. : 

About the only really constMictive act 
passed wes a constitutional amendment call- 
ing a special election to ratify or reject a 
proposed $40,000,000 bond issue for State 
-highways, While this amendment was under 
discussion an attempt was made to fich 
from Los Angeles county one of its promised 
roads and substitute a road in Kern county. 
The Los Angeles delegation in the Assembly 
proved its mettle by forcing the northern 
districts to vote to restore the Los Angeles 
county road and then displayed its mag- 
nanimity by agreeing to the inclusion of 
the Walker Pass road,in Kern county, also, 
despite the fact that the Kern county poli- 
ticlans framed the deal to grab the Los An- 
geles highway. In this incident the Auto- 
mobile Club of Southern California showed 
to disadvantage. The directors of the club 
sent representatives to Satramento to lob- 
by for the substitution of the Kern county 
road. If they had been successful Los An- 
geles would have lost an $800,000 road ap- 
propriation. 

During the whole of the session the Los 
Angeles legation made a good record. 
Twelve & the fifteen members were elected 
on an efficiency and economy platform. A. 
P. Fleming, chairman of the delegation, was 
placed in an equivocal position. The dele- 
gation was pledged to economy, yet there 
were a number of big appropriations for 
Los Angeles that the members were ex- 
pected to get. Perhaps the result was un- 
avoidable. Los Angeles county got an ap- 
propria tion of nearly one mill dollars for 
flood control; the Legislature pledged the 
State to bear the $75,000 loss of the Liberty 
Fair: an appropriation was received for 
opening a branch of the State university in 
Les Angeles; and a number of other ap- 
propriationg were secured; but the Efiicien- 


* 
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en and Economy Bill received only nineteen 
votes. 

Friends of the Efficiency and Economy 
Bill became convinced before the session 
Was ended that it is hopeless to expect re- 
lief from the Legislature. The control of 
the forty fat commissions must be broken 
by the people themselves. So it is proposed 
to present the bill, which was refused pas- 
sage in the Legislature, direct to the people 
through initiatory legislation. Once enacted 
it will not be subject to legislative appeal. 
Unless that act is passed it will be neces- 
sary for the Board of Equalization two years 
hence to levy an ad valorem tax on all real 
and personal property in the State. The re- 
demption of the highway bonds will mean 
an additional expense of $2,000,000 a year. 
If there is to be no ad valorem tax this 
must be met by a reduction in the cost of 
State government. Such reduction is amply 
provided for in the Carter-White bill, which 
the Legislature refused to enact. 

If a check had been placed on its ex- 
travagances the Legislature would have 
made a good showing, as Legislatures go. 
The fault lies with the present State ad- 
ministration. For a government ig as re- 
sponsible for what it permite as for what 
it orders. 8 


ILITARY JUSTICE. 

So far as they have yet been heard 
from, the higher officers of the army are 
practically a unit in their opposition to the 
innovations in military law and the system 
of courts-martial proposed in Congress. The 
opposition comes alike from lifelong profes- 
sional soldiers of the fighting line and staff, 
from volunteers of every grade and from 
officers of the judge-advocate’s department, 
who are lawyers, many of them with wide 
experience in both military law and civil 
and criminal private practice. 3 

It has been pointed out by Gens. Wpod, 
Scott and Chamberlain that the fundamen- 
tal purpose of military law and of courts- 
martial is to maintain discipline; that the 
rendering of abstract justice to individual 
sOldiers is but incidental, wherein it is fun- 
damentally different from either civil or 
ordinary criminal law. 3 

What these officers say is so sensible 
that it is hard to see how there can be 
any substantial difference between them 
and anyone who has elementary knowledge 
of military life, organization and the uni- 
versal experience with armies and who, at 
the same time, has the welfare of our coun- 
try at heart. Im the army, especially in 
time of war, the nation, the cause, the vie- 
tory—to all of which discipline is the most 
fundamental and essential thing—are every- 
thing; the individual is nothing. The sol- 
dier must expect some unreasonable orders 
and he must obey without question, with- 
out argument, without reason. One soldier 
is again and again sent into danger and 
hardship: another is ordered into safety and 
comfort. Shall they attempt to argue and 
reason why” Shall a court be called to 
inquire into the justice of such a course? 
If so, then shall be an end to all discipline 
and all military efficiency. 

Gen. Wood was himself the victim of 
seeming injustice during the war in the 
opinion of many of his countrymen, and, 
very probably, his own opinion, too. Never- 
theless, as a good soldier, he obeyed orders 
and submitted to all the requirements of 
discipline. Now he stands firm in his op- 
position to any innovations calculated to 
weaken discipline in any degree in any 
branch of military service. 

Gen. Scott was in Russia when the revo- 
lution was under way. He declared that 
the innovations introduced into military 
law during the Kerensky regime were fatal, 
that they destroyed all morale, paved the 
way for the Bolsheviki and the German- 
dictated Treaty of Brest-Litovsk. His warn- 
ing against any weakening of discipline in 
the American army by radical departures in 
military law comes with double force in 
view of his experience in Russia.
